GENEVA (AP)—An_ East 
German spokesman charged in 
the Big-Four conference Tues- 
day that West Berlin is a 
“powerkeg which can ignite a 
world atomic conflagration.” 

In a slashing attack on al- 
leged cold-war activities of the 
Western powers in the divided 
city, East German Foreign Min- 
ister Lothar Bolz said “dozens” 
of subversive and espionage or- 
ganizations operate in West 
Berlin against the whole Soviet 
bloc. 

Ambassador Wilhelm Grewe 
of West Germany, also addres- 
sing the conference at the Palais 
des Nations, accused the Com- 
munists of carrying on a “mud- 
slinging, slanderous agitation 
and propaganda which has been 
poured out upon the world” 
since the beginning of the 
Geneva talks three weeks ago. 

Grewe, the West German 
envoy to Washington, appealed 
to the Communists to drop such 
tactics and get down to the 
serious business of trying to

Bolz. made his charges in 
arguing for acceptance of the 
Soviet proposal t the West-

—U.S., British and French— 
are regarded by the people of 
Berlin as protectors against 
communism. 

Bolz, in an obvious reference 
to the American radio station 
RIAS in West Berlin, claimed 
that radio stations in West 
Berlin are urging the East Ger- 
man people to take illegal action 
against the Communist regime.

Macmillan 
Backs Lloyd 
In Commons 


LONDON (AP)— Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan told a 
cheering House of Commons 
Tuesday that he hoped to be 


“working together with Foreign 


Secretary Selywn Lioyd “for a 
very long time.” 

Macmillan’s statement came 
after former Laborite War Min- 
ister Emanuel Shinwell asked 
if the Prime Minister could say 
who was responsible for “inspir- 
ed statements that the Foreign 
Secretary is to be replaced.” 


“There have been no inspired 
statements of any kind,” Mac- 
millan answered. “But this 
does give me an opportunity of 
saying I have been reading 
newspapers, no doubt as Mr. 
Shinwell has, and the Foreign 
Secretary and I hope to carry 
on our work together for a very 
long time.” 

Macmillan’s reference was to 
a series of reports in London 
newspapers over the past few 
days that Lloyd may be replaced 
as Foreign Secretary. 

The London Times créated 
the major stir Monday when it 
reported that Macmillan had 


‘motified Lloyd he would be re- 


placed sometime in the future.

the four powers and East Ger 
mans, 

“This is totally unacceptable, 
but the idea of a commission 
with which the East and West 
Berliners might cooperate 
seems a possibility as a means 
of supervising complaints by 
either side about each other’s 
conduct in Berlin.” 


The article obviously gave 
the impression to West Ger- 
many that Britain's policy was 
too flexible. 


On Monday, just before the 
private session of the foreign 
ministers took place, an Amer! 
can spokesman reiterated the 
U.S. stand that the four powers 
have the right to maintair 
troops in Berlin and to unham- 
pered use of road, rail and air 
routes between Berlin and West 
Germany. 


He also emphasized the West’s 
determination not to recognize 
the East German regime. 


As if reflecting this Western 
stand, the Soviet spokesman 
briefiy described the private 
talks Monday as “profitable.” 
The same spokesman said Satur- 
day that the talks on that day 
“moved a step forward.” This 
seems to preeong’ that no pro- 
ghess was made in the Monday 
session.

Ike May Ask 
$6 Million © 
For Bonins 


WASHINGTON (AP) —. Au- 
thoritative sources said Monday 
the Eisenhower Administration 
will ask the U.S. Congress to 
authorize about $6 million com- 
pensation for displaced resi- 
dents of Iwo Jima and other 
Bonin Islands. 

The islands some 400 miles 
southeast of Japan are a closed 
military area under jurisdiction 
of the U.S. Navy. 

Under terms of the 1951 
treaty with Japan, the United 
States obtained full rights to 
administer the islands but Ja- 
pan retained sovereignty when 
the Bonins are no longer need 
ed for defense purposes. 

Repeated efforts by some 
7,700 Bonin islanders now liv- 
ing in Japan to return to their 
home islands have been turned 
down by U.S. authorities. 

Last September the late Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles agreed to review the 
question of the Bonins and 
their displaced ulations.

The Tokyo District Prosecu- 
tors Office yesterday submitted 
its case to the Supreme Court 
to back its appeal for a re 
versal of a lower court ruling 
that stationing of United States 
troops in Japan was unconstitu- 
tional. 

In a statement of reasons, the 
prosecutors said that the deci- 
sion handed down by Judge 
Akio Date of the Tokyo District 
Court March 30 was a “misin- 
terpretation of the Constitu- 
tion” and went beyond the au- 
thority of the court. 

Refuting the lower court's 
decision that the stationing of 
American forces in this country 
violated the war-renouncing Ar- 
ticle 9 of the Constitution, the 
prosecutors’ statement said that 
the war potential banned under 
the article was not applicable to 
the U.S. forces in this country. 

The statement further said 
that the district court has no 
authority to pass judgment on 
the constitutionality or other- 
wise of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty. 

Judge Date sparked.a contro- 
versy when he ruled that the 
seven defendants in the Suna- 
kawa case were innocent of 
charges that they had unlaw- 
fully entered the U.S. Tachi- 
kawa Air Base in July 1957. The 
defendants had broken into the 
base in a demonstration protest- 
ing the extension of Tachi- 
kawa's runway. 

The Tokyo District Prosecu- 
tors Office appealed Date’s de 
cision and asked the Supreme 
Court to reverse it. 

Informed sources yesterday 
said that the Supreme Court 
may hand down its decision on 
the appeal in September.

The new instructions were 
summarized by an informed 
source as follows: 

1, A repatriation agreement 
requires prior approval of the 
International Red Cross Com- 
mittee before it goes into ef- 
fect. 

2. No North Korean repte- 
sentative shall be allowed to 
stay in Japan throughout the 
period of repatriation but shall 
be permitted to accompany 
repatriation ships arriving at 
Niigata, the repatriation port, 
where their movements will be 
confined to the ships. 

3. The first repatriation 
ship shall leave Niigata within 
three months after the signing 
of the agreement... ae 

4. The North Korean de 
mand that repatriates be allow- 
ed to bring home “any amount 

personal effects without 
charge” shall be rejected. 

5. The agreement will not 
be extended at its termination 
one year after it comes into 
force. In case there are ap- 
plicants remaining to be re 
patriated after the agreement 
expires, the matter shall be 
brought up for discussion be- 
tween the two parties, 

Meanwhile, Foreign Office 
sources said the repatriation 
talks “will make rapid headway 
toward an agreement.”

: |Explodes; 10 Dead 


POTTSVILLE, Pa. (UPI)—A 
burning tank truck loaded with 
propane gas exploded on a high- 
way Tuesday, hurling firemen 
and spectators hundreds of fee 
away. 

Deputy coroner Dr. Henry 
Wagner said 10 persons de- 
finitely have been listed as dead 
and at least 15 others were 
injured. 

Bodies were scattered in 
fragments over a wide area. 

The drivers of two school 
buses, carrying a total of 85 
children, managed to speed 
their vehicle away from the 
scene before the blast occurred. 

Ronald Kramer, 39, driver of 
a school bus carrying 40 pupils 
to classes, said he was driving 
south in a light rain on the 
Pottsville-Reading highway be- 
hind a trailer truck owned by 
the Branch Transportation Co. 
of Pottsville. 

Kramer said the truck-trailer 
skidded when it tried to slow 
down and crashed into the rear 
of the tank truck owned by the 
Sun Gas Propane Co. The bus 
driver said flames shot up from 
the rear of the tank. * Fearing 
an explosion, kramer turned his 
bus off the highway and drove 
through a field to get away 
from the scene. 

About a half hour after the 
ccllision, the blast blew out the 
back of the tank truck. Wit- 
nesses said the force thrust the 
entire trailer like a rocKet into 
the air.

PAP Leader 
Wins Release 
Of Prisoners 


SINGAPORE (AP)—Britain’s 
last governor of Singapore 
Tuesday ordered the release of 
eight jailed subversives and 
then formally proclaimed the 
new self-governing State of 
Singapore. 

His action ended a crisis 
which followed Saturday's elec- 
tion sweep by the leftwing 
People’s Action Party (PAP). 
The PAP insisted the former 
party officials be -released  be- 
fore it formed a Government. 


‘An order by Sir William 
Goode said the new Constitu- 
tion giving Singapore internal 
self-government will take effect 
Wednesday. The eight prison- 
ers, considered members of 
PAP’s far leftist extremist 
wing, will be released Thurs- 
day. . 

The new Government—head- 
ed by PAP moderate leader Lee 
Kwan Yew—will formally take 
office Friday. 


The eight one-time top PAP 
leaders were jailed in 1956 and 
1957 for subversive activities 
under the tough Internal Secu- 
rity Law. Most were linked to 
the bloody labor rioting here 
three years ago. They were con- 
sidered far leftist and a con- 
trolling faction in the PAP at 
that time and their imprison- 
ment enabled Lee’s moderate 
wing to come to power,

Bad weather throughout 
most of the country cut the 
turnout yesterday as the 
nation went to the polls to 
elect 127 members of the 
House of Councillors, in- 
cluding 52 for the national 
district and 75 for the local 
districts. 


Early retufns made public 
early this morning showed that 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
made an appreciable advance 
whereas the Socialists showifig 
was unexpectedly poor. : 

The Ryokufukai group, in the 
earlier counting gave indica- 


tions that they would lose 
ground as was generally anti- 
cipated. : 


The voter turnout was gen- 
erally low both in the urban 
and rural areas, averaging 
about 58.8 per cent, according to 
figures available early — this 
morning. 

This was the lowest rate 
ever recorded in the Upper 
House elections since the war. 
The rate recorded in the . 
vious elections in July 1956 was 
62 per cent. 

The low turnout was attribut- 
ed to the busy farming seasdn 
and bad weather conditions in 
eastern Japan. 

In seven prefectures, inclad- 
ing Gumma and Ishikawa, the 
turnout exceeded 70 per cent, 
whereas in Tokyo and Osaka 
it was below 50 per cent, 

In six prefectures, including 
Tokyo and Kyoto, the rate was 
better than in the previous 
elections. The rate was lower 
than in the 1956 elections in 
37 prefectures, including Hok- 
kaido, Iwate, Kanagawa, Naga- 
-~ — Kagawa and Kago- 
8 . 


were assured of victory in one- 
man constituencies in 16 prefec- 
tures, including Miyagi, Akita, 
Nara, Wakayama and Oita. TMe 
results were also made known 
in 9 two-man constituencies in- 
cluding Fukushima, Niigata, 
and Nagano prefectures.

| Singapore, with a population of somewhat less than 
1,500,000, is an island off the southern extremity of the 
Malay Peninsula and its future can hardly be considered 
without reference to that of the Federation of Malaya, 
About one million of Singapore’s inhabitants are of Chinese 
extraction; there are only about 160,000 Malayans and some 


110,000 Indians, These 


significant figures are, of course, 


reflected in the political situation in Singapore and make 
the working of self-government a proposition rather dif 
ferent there from what it is in countries where the popula- 


tion is more homogeneous. 


It seems in the natural course of things tbat S 


ingapore 


should eventually become part of Malaya but at present 
Malaya is afraid of Singapore’s overwhelming Chinese 
population and believes that if Singapore becomes part of 
Malaya, the Chinese will dominate all Malaya. Mr. Lee 
himself recently declared that the people of Singapore and 
Malaya were not separate. They were one people, he said, 
but there were two racial groups—the Chinese and the 
Malays—who were moving at different tempos. The mo- 
mentum of the Chinese evolution and the momentum of 
the Malayan evolution could both be reconciled by a demo- 
cratic system, bringing about a momentum that would 


evolve a Malayan people. 


Whether he and his party 


would succeed in this task would depend on the impact 
they could make on the minds of the people, he added. 


It would appear, indeed, to be’a big task. Under the 
British administration, Singapore, and the Malayan main- 
land, toe, became the home of people of many races who 
have prospered commercially and if the future leads to the 
creation of a strong and unified new Asian nation, it can 
be accounted a notable achievement.

Sen. Thurmond complained 
that the textile recession had hit 
South Carolina hard, said tex- 
tile mills constituted 75 per cent 
of South Carolina’s industry, 
that the. Defense Department 
considered textiles second only 
to steel in terms of military es- 
sentiality. 


At about the same time, 
Strauss had promised the three 
textile senators on the Com- 
merce Committee that he would 
do his best to establish their pro- 
posed interagency board to-con- 
sider the problem of textiles.

Democrats to speak first and 
loudest on world affairs. Now 
he is moving strongly to estab- 
lish his own competence in that 
field. This was one of the pur- 


poses of his recent public call ¢ 


for a summit meeting of all 
non-Communist nations. All 
over the country, Johnson men 
are saying this: “Lyndon is the 
only Democrat who is a negotia- 
tor tough enough and able 
enough to meet Soviet boss 
Khrushchev face to face and get 
away with it.” 

Humphrey, too, is increasing- 
ly emphasizing his foreign af- 
fairs interests—and with modi- 
fied success. That this is only 
such a partial success is due to 
this circumstance: he has been 
associated, unlike Johnson or 
Stevenson, with past Democra- 
tic clamors for extreme Federal 
expenditures to cure a recession 
that now appears to be curing 
itself. 

The two net—if not yet dra- 
matic—losers in the Democratic 
Presidential field in this chang- 
ed pre-1960 situation are Sena- 
tors John F. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts and Stuart Syming- 
ton of Missouri. Kennedy’s ap- 
peal by necessity has been main- 
ly domestic, specifically on labor 
and allied questions. He is not 
a member of the foreign policy 
leadership of his party and has 
had to make-do with the issues 
open to him.

Somaliland Independence Looming Problem

CAIRO (AP)—A crisis that 
won't mature till 1960 already 
is creating tension in north- 
east Africa. 


The crisis area is the Somali- 
lands, a series of desolate ter- 
ritories hugging the African 
coastline just south of Ethopia. 
In 1960, Italy must give up its 
trusteeship over the Italian 
Somaliland and the independent 
country of Somalia will be born. 


As soon as Italian Somaliland 
becomes independent, there is 
certain to be a cry among 
Somalia for independence for 
other Somalilands and union of 
them all. And that will cause 
trouble for the British, the 
French, and the Ethiopians, all 
of whom hold Somali territory.

The three shown 
on the map are the French 
Somaliland, around the port of 
Djibouti, the British Somali- 
land, the Italian Somaliland. 
Somalis here add Ogaden, which 
they call “Ethiopian Somali- 
land,” and the northern fron- 
tier district under’ British 
Administration In Kenya, 


Ahmed Omar of the Somali 
office in Cairo says there will 
be a general Somali congress 
the Italian Somaliland in 
June to demand full independ- 
ence and unity for all the 
Somalilands by 1960. 


“We will fight to the death 
to achieve our independence 
and unity by 1960,” mar said 
recently. 

When the Italians get out of 
their sector, the British are ex- 
pected to offer their Somaliland — 
the choice of independence or 
Commonwealth status. The 
Freneh apparently intend to 
hang onto their little Somali- 
land, and the Ethiopians clearly 
will fight to keep Ogaden, 


Ahmed Omar predicts there 
will be serious trouble if the 
demand for unity is frustrated.

HISTORY OF INDUSTRY AND 
TRADE OF PHILIPPINES. 


This volume is a revision and 
expansion of the author’s previ- 
ously published “Short History 
of Industry and Trade of the 
Philippines” (1953) based on a 
series of articles appearing at 
various times in the American 
Chamber of Commerce Journal 
in Manila, of which Mr. 
Hartendorp is the editor. It 
takes us through the years from 
pre-Spanish times to the end of 
the Quirino Administration. 


Some of the early historical 
material is of much interest. 
Japanese commerce with north- 
ern Luzon is believed to have 
begun in the 15th century, and 
at the time of the Spanish ar- 
rival there were communities 
of Japanese settlers and traders 
at Manila and at the mouth of 
the Cagayafi River in north- 
ern Luzon and in a number of 
other places, including Subic 
Bay, Paracale Bay, and the is- 
lands of Polillo and Catan- 
duanes. The Spanish destroyed 
the Japanese forts in the lower 
Cagayan Valley in the 1500's 
but the Manila Japanese com- 
munity increased until there 
were several thousand families 
of them living there. With the 
closing of Japan to foreign 
intercourse for several centuries 
under the Tokugawa Shogunate, 
most of the Japanese merchants 
and settlers returned to Japan. 


An extensive section is de- 
voted to the troubled years of 
the Japanese military occupa- 
tion which had a disruptive in- 
fluence on the country’s econ- 
omy. The Philippines emerged. 
from the war with a loss of 
what amounted to a major part 
of the national wealth. 


Manuel Acuna Roxas became 
the first President of the Philip- 
pines some five weeks later 
upon the establishment of the 
nation’s independence on July 
4, 1946. After less than two 
years In office, he died of a heart 
attack while on a visit to the 
U.S. air base at Clark Field, 
Pampanga on April 15, 1948, 
His administration saw the 
establishment of the Rehabilita- 
tion Finance Corporation, which 
did much to set the country on 
its feet again. 


He was succeeded by Elpidio 
Quirino whose nearly six years 
in office were marked by signal 
achievements both in the field 
of foreign and domestic affairs 
although there were charges of 
corruption in the governmental 
organizations. 

’ ‘The story of the Huk rebel- 
lion is told at some length. In 
fact, this volume is devoted al- 
most as much to historical mat- 
ters as to trade and industry. 
It may consequently be regard- 
ed as a valuable postwar history 
of the Philippines up to the end 
of the Quirino Administration. 
Events subsequent to 1953 are 
not dealt with.G.A.M, 
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
